undoubtedly deters inquirers seeking financial aid from 
applying. A third explanation is parental preference. 
Data suggest that parents of high-ability, financial-aid- 
seeking students are eliminating Middlebury from their 
consideration in favor of institutions with larger reputa- 
tions. Because Middlebury is committed to a more eco- 
nomically heterogeneous student body, the situation rep- 
resents a challenge for the college. 


Several findings about image have marketing implica- 
tions not only for Middlebury College but also for other 
postsecondary institutions. Inquirers give large colleges 
and universities of 4,000 or more students significantly 
more favorable ratings than they do small colleges. Big- 
ger is perceived as better; larger institutions are better- 
known and are perceived to offer more social and aca- 
demic opportunities. Many small colleges, including 
Middlebury, have oversold the qualities of smallness, 
such as personal attention and close contact with faculty, 
at the expense of breadth and opportunity. 

A number of Middlebury-specific findings suggest 
marketing strategies. If an inquirer, for example, has a 


favorable image of Middlebury’s social activities, loca- 
tion, and campus, then that student is likely to apply. 
Therefore, these image components need to be addressed 
head-on in Middlebury’s marketing effort. Another find- 
ing revealed that women give Middlebury significantly 
higher ratings in each of 22 areas important in college 
choice—with one exception. Women inquirers rate Mid- 
dlebury’s social activities significantly lower than do 
men. Given that women students generally rate the col- 
lege higher than do men and that women account for 59 
percent of the inquiry pool, thiv perceived deficiency is 
especially troubling. Negative images of social and other 
activities indentified in the stuuy need to be examined 
further. For example, Middlebury’s women inquirers (as 
well as its matriculants!) need to be queried about their 
perception of campus social life. 

The Middlebury study doesn’t just give answers. It 
also unveils other questions that need to be asked. Ul- 
timately, however, it allows the institution to formulate 
a marketing and recruitment strategy that is based on 
information rather than conjecture. The data must lead 
to a plan of action. The goal, after all, is to stave off 
the wolf, not to provide him with reading material! ¢
